could he covered by the hunter 
who 
went a foot or followed after a horse. 
Dr. Hornaday says that four times 
the former area can be covered

the automobile hunter. 
The di-lin- 
guished director of tin* New 
York 
Zoological Garden thinks that 
our 
wild game i- doomed unless protec­ 
tive measures are adopted. 


In addition to protective 
legisla­

ually Declining 


1920 WAS THE PEAK YEAR 


In That Year Dollar Would Only Buy 


40 Cents Worth, Figures Reveal 


—Dollar Doesn't Guide All

Indianapolis, Intl., Dee. 27—How 


much is your dollar going to-buy in 
1924? 


In 1C13 it was worth one hundred 


cents; in 1920 at peak prices it was 
worth about forty cents, and during 
the hitter part of 1023 it has 
been 


worth, about sixty-seven cents. 


These are composite figures 
and 


represent 'the value of all commodi- 
ties combined and all materials. The 
•trend of values is gradual!}; down- 
ward, givfiig the dollar a 
greater 


purchasing power. 


Indications arc that the purchas- 


ing power next year will continue at 
sixty-seven cents, the 'value 
being 


based on the values of 1913. 


The price of steel, which reflects 


the price of other commodities, lias 
remained practically stationary for 
more than six months, showing that 
general business conditions are sta- 
ble. But, during this time, lumber has 
»one down in price and 
retrieved 


part of tiie losses it had sustained. . 


Wheat has gone so low as to ruin 


many farmers financially, without a 
'•orresponding reduction in the price 
of bread. 


These examples show that 
each 


business is not guided by the value 
of the dollar. Yet it is possible with 
the greater purchasing power of the 
dollar to have greater prosperity. 


The next year will bring
